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The checklist covers only the City of Chicago. Its boundaries 
can be determined from the Chicago and Suburban Street map 
published by the Chicago Motor Club or from the various maps 
sold at local stores. One of the best is supplied by the 
Chicago Tribune. 

An asterisk (*) in front of a species means that we have 
evidence of its occurrence, at least at one time, in the 
City of Chicago, but that we personally have not seen or 
collected it. A number sign (#) refers to plants with special 
histories; these histories are given in a supplement at the 
end of the checklist. Plant names in brackets indicate 
introduced species. 

The checklist has attempted to be all-inclusive, even 
when the record shows only one specimen ever having been 
collected within the city limits. 

High quality areas for botanizing in the city include 
Edgebrook Woods (for Sugar Maple Forest) near Devon 
and Milwaukee Avenues; La Bagh Woods near Foster and 
Cicero Avenues; Beaubien Woods (for prairie plants) near S. 
138th Street and the Calumet Expressway; Dan Ryan Woods 
near S. 87th Street and Western Avenue; Eggers Grove near 
S. 112th Street and the Indiana State Line; Wolf Lake 
Conservation Area (for submerged aquatics) at S. 130th and 
Avenue 0; Burnham Woods at 136th Street and Avenue O.

NOTES ON PLANTS OF SPECIAL INTEREST 

AMMOPHILA BREVILIGULAT A- -Marram Grass is apparently extinct in 
the city because of lake front building and beach development; 
its only local habitat is in sand close to Lake Michigan, usually 
associated with the Sand Reed, Calamovilfa longifolia. 

ASTER LUTESCENS--an interesting yellow-flowered aster, an 
apparent hybrid, with Aster p t a r m i co i d es , t he Stiff Aster, 
as one of its parents; current authors believe the other 
parent to be a Goldenrod! The Chicago plants were 
discovered about a century ago by Rev. E.J. Hill, at Englewood, 
which is essentially the region around 63rd and Halsted 
Streets; even at that early date he speculated that it could be 
a hybrid between an Aster and a Goldenrod. 

BETULA PAPYRIFERA--the Paper Birch was recorded by Pepoon as 
occurring near the lake shore from Lawrence Avenue north all 
the way to Evanston, with the "center of luxuriance in 
Rogers Park --a remarkable commentary on how things have 
changed. 

CORNUS CANADENSIS- -the Bunchberry was reported by Boltwood at 
Rogers Park; this unmistakable species of our north woods 
would be expected in such a habitat (see note above on the 
northern Paper Birch). 
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ECHINOCHLOA COLONUM--this grass, known as Jungle Rice, has been 
found by the senior author in several parkways and grassy areas 
in the older parts of the city, including a population not far from 
the Field Museum; this introduced species is still known only from 
a very few United States collections. 

ECHIUM VULGARE--in 1966, the senior author, in company with Dr. 
Robert Betz, found a very large colony of this species along 
the Belt Railroad near Archer Avenue and Pulaski Road; very 
possibly the largest colony of the species in Illinois. 

GLYCINE MAX--the Soybean, along with the annual grains--Corn, 
Barley, Oats, Rye, Wheat, Millet, are admitted to this checklist with 
the understanding that they usually represent transient populations 
along railroads or near grain elevators, and that their admission would be 
disputed by more conservative writers on floristics. 

JUNIPERUS HORIZONTALIS-the Trailing Juniper was reported by 
Pepoon as occurring, as late as 1905, on a sand ridge at the foot of 
Lawrence Avenue ; this represents the southernmost local extension for the 
species along the lake front, since it is absent from the Indiana 
Dunes (although 2 other species of Juniper are present there). 

MACLEAYA CORDATA- the Plume Poppy was collected in waste ground ( 
as a garden escape, undoubtedly) near Immaculate Conception High 
School in Chicago on July 24, 1949. 

MAZUS JAPONICUS--this Asiatic species was found by the senior 
author in several lawns on the city's north side, especially in the 
Devon and Western Avenue area; Dr. George Fuller of the University of 
Chicago first noticed the species locally in a lawn near the 
university campus on August 18, 1940. 

NYSSA SYLVATICA--the Sour gum (also known as Tupelo and Black 
Gum) is reported by Pepoon as occurring in a small wooded swamp 
west of Ridge in Rogers Park as late as 1910; this is apparently the 
farthest north extension of this species on the west side of the 
lake, with the exception

of the only representation of the tree in Wisconsin, 
where several specimens occur near Berryville in Kenosha 
County. 

OENOTHERA SPECIOSA- the Showy Evening Primrose, introduced 
from farther west along railroads, persisted for many 
years just south of Columbus Park along the north side 
of the now defunct Chicago, Aurora & Elgin Railroad 
between Austin and Central Avenues--the colony 
consisted of many plants and was quite attractive 
ornamentally. 

ONOPORDUM ACANTHIUM--this interesting species, the Scotch 
Thistle, was found in 1966 by the senior author and 
Dr. Robert Betz along the Belt Railroad near Archer 
Avenue and Pulaski Road, not far from the large colony 
of Echium vulgare (Viper's Bugloss) discussed above. 

OPHIOGLOSSUM VULGATUM PSEUDOPODUM--the Adders Tongue Fern 
occurred by the hundreds (approximately in 1950) in a 
moist sedge prairie on the east side of Lake Calumet 
between Torrence Avenue and the Nickel Plate Railroad, at 
approximately where 119th Street would cut through- the area 
is now destroyed by commercial development. 

OPUNTIA HUMIFUSA-Pepoon listed the Prickly Pear Cactus 
as occurring on a sandy ridge north of Graceland 
Cemetery; he reported that the winter of 1910 nearly killed 
the population but that by 1926 the plants were abundant 
again. 

OSMUNDA CI NN AM OMEA-- according to Pepoon, the Cinnamon Fern, 
together with the Interrupted Fern and the Royal 
Fern, occurred at Rogers Park, growing with Black Gum 
and Red Maple; this choice spot (now destroyed) therefore 
contained all of our local species of Osmunda. 

PLUCHEA PURPURASCENS SUCCULENTA-the Camphor Weed was discovered in 
our area by the junior author on August 28, 1977, growing 
in a large colony in a ditch near Avenue 0 in the Wolf 
Lake Conservation Area on the edge of the city limits; as 
far as is known, this is the only Chicago area locality. 

POTENTILLA TRIDENTATA- Pepoon cited this Cinquefoil, as 
follows: "Gravel ridge near Vincennes Avenue at 79th Street-- 
a few plants in 1895"; although the plant seems out of its 
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natural range, it is such an unmistakable species that 
one wonders what other species Pepoon could have possibly 
seen. 

RHODODENDRON NUDIFLORUM- here is an instance similar to 
that of the Cinquefoil cited above-Higley & Raddin, writing in 
1891, record as follows: "A single specimen was found in 
May, 1886, in damp woods, not far from the north end of 
Lake Calumet. The shrub was about 5 feet high; the flowers were 
mainly pink; stamens 10. This locality was cleared in 1887, 
and the shrub destroyed." The specimen is definitely out of its 
natural range, but again, one wonders what other plant they could 
possibly have seen with the above description. 



SARRACENIA PURPUREA- the Pitcher Plant was recorded by 
Higley & Raddin, as occurring at one time at Rogers Park--again, an 
unmistakable species. 

THISMIA AMERICANA--this is possibly the most remarkable 
plant of the American flora; it occurred only in Chicago 
and nowhere else in the world and has not been seen alive in 
more than 68 years, and is now certainly extinct; the plant 
was discovered by Dr. Norma Pfeiffer near Lake Calumet, in the 
locality described above for Ophioglossum ; most 
amazingly, its nearest relative occurs in New Zealand and 
Tasmania. 

TRIENTALIS BOREALIS- Pepoon records the Starf lower as occurring in 
Rogers Park at the same locality as Black Gum; this area 
apparently was a remarkable locality for the occurrence of 
northern species. 
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
